ber of Commerce. 
This compares with actual pro- 
duction of 429,149 in September and

Truck, Bus Taxes Equal 
55% of All Railroad Levies 


‘fT. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 7.— 
7 Warning the shippers in the 

Northwest against the growing 
burden of taxation on motor 
trucks and buses, Edward F. 
Loomis, secretary motor. truck 
committee, National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, stated 
that commercial vehicle taxation 
has reached an annual levy of 
$200,000,000 in his addresse before 
the fourth annual convention of 
the Minnesota Truck Owners’ As- 
sociation, here today. 

“When we consider that this 
$200,000.000 is equal to 55 per cent 
of the $360,000,000 paid by all rail- 
roads, we get some conception o! 
the dangerous trend in distribu- 
tion charges,” said Mr. Loomis. 

' “Some theorists would frankly 
like to place commercial vehicle 
taxes so high as to drive trucks and 
buses off the highways. Indeed. 
some communities have succeeded 
in doing just that to some degree 
The public. however, demands mo- 
tor truck deliveries. The railroads 
are using trucks for short haul 
work, and buses have nearly doubled 
in number during the past five 
years Clearly commercial trans- 
| port is fulfilling a public function, 
and should not be the target fot 
' indiscriminate taxation. 


“It is a sound principle that 
commercial vehicles shouid pay 
taxes equivalent to the differen- 
tial of wear and tear on the high- 
ways compared with lighter ve- 
hicles. Levies on commercial 
vehicles, however, have long since 
passed that point. Not only are 
they compelled to pay various 
super-taxes in many states, but 
the gasoline tax is also a burden 
on them, often out of proportion 
to extra wear and tear. It would, 
in fact, be reasonable to fix a 
given maximum which any ve- 
hicle should pay in order to pre- 
vent such inequities. 

‘Taxation theory. indeed, is often 
shortsighted because it forgets the 
ultimate goal of maximum use at 
lowest cost to the public. We are 
bullding highways at an annual in- 
vestment of a billion and a half 
dollars a year. It is sound public 
policy to charge the minimum pos- 
sible for taxation in order that this 
investment may be used to the full.” 

Mr. Loomis is also visiting plants 
in Wisconsin and Detroit. Next 
week he will represent the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
at the joint meeting of the Society 
of Automotive Engineers and the 
American Railway Association in 
Toronto, Canada. 
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100 delegates present listened to a 
review of the year's activities. heard 
a program outlined for strengthen- 
ing jobber representation and dis- 
cussed many phases relevant to the 
association's welfare. 

It was in the general discussion 
pertaining to various questions that 
the pulse of the meeting was quick- 
ened. The dozen or more speakers 
who participated in the round table 
conference contributed § divergent 
opinions on proposed changes, but 
the tenor of the meeting was one 
of progress

“There is no question that an 
almost incalculable number of 
accidents could be eliminated by 
motorists keeping their cars in 
proper operating condition. In 
line with that thought this asso- 
ciation has been conducting na- 
tion-wide drives known as Save- 
a-Life campaigns, the chief object 
of which is to impress upon own- 
ers that the accident reeerd can 
be vastly bettered through pride 
in the condition of automobiles 
on the part of their owners. 

“A well-organized safety move- 
ment should provide for periodic 
repairs. including the changing of 
spark plugs, grinding of valves and 
other points fundamental to the 
performance of the motor.”

The last justification for the 
granting of such franchises was re- 
moved by Congress when it adopted 
the Oldfield amendment to _ the 
Federal-aid act, which permits the 
use of Federal funds up to one-half ' 
the cost of bridge construction.

ETROIT’S first land connection with Windsor, Ont.— 
the Ambassador bridge—will soon be opened to the 
public. Dedication ceremonies will be held on Armistice 
Day, November 11, but the structure will not be opened for 
use of the public until four days later. The dedication will 
be in charge of World War Veterans of the United States and 
Canada and ceremonies will be held at each end of the bridge, 
The new bridge, which is believed to be the largest 
single suspension span in the world, will greatly speed trips 
across the river, all of which has been accomplished here- 
tofore by ferry boats.

Jobber Gets Opinion 
On Salability Before 
Stocking 


By K. H. LANSING 


BELIEF or disbelief on the part 
of the outside sales force in 
the salability of a new line under 
consideration for stocking is a 
deciding factor with the Berrodin 
Auto Supply Company, Philadel- 
phia jobbers of accessories, shop 
and garage equipment, hand tools 
and radio. Should a majority of 
the selling staff, after due delib- 
eration, arrive at the conclusion, 
for instance, that the proposed 
new line would in all probability 
not prove acceptable to the cus- 
tomers of the house, the final 
decision would be against handling 
it, no matter how much it might 
have appealed at first to those 

“higher up.” 

Should a manufacturer 
letter and enclosed folder 
tive of his new line to the 
Auto Supply Company 
would come to F. xX 
founder and head of the business 
After considering it, Mr. Berrodin 
would pass it along to the salesman- 
ager, Edward O'Brien, who in turn 
would write to the manufacturer if 
Mr. Berrodin and he thought it 
might prove a productive line to 
carry, and request further informa- 
tion and a sample. Sales meetines 
are held every Friday night in 
charge of the salesmanager and he 
would try to have the sample on 
hand for the next meeting. if pos- 
sible At this session the matter 
of consideration of the proposed 
line would be brought up, the sam- 
ple shown and explained and its 

» merits discussed. Opinions would be 
»Fequested from the salesmen on the 
line's salability and suitableness 
meet the needs of the house's cus- 
tomers. Should the preponderance 
of opinion be in favor of stock- 
ing the line, this would be done: 
but should the belief prevail that 
the line could not be successfully 
sold at the time, it would not be 

added 

The salesmen of the Berrodin 
Auto Supply Company, all of whom 
have been with the house for years. 
are thoroughly familiar with their 
customers’ needs and requirements, 
know pretty well what they can af- 
ford to handle and would do nothing 
to overload them with merchandise 

The company is sure of the mem- 
bers of its selling force because it 
does not employ men who have been 
acting in a similar capacity for 
other jobbing houses, but prefers to 
make a practice of developing thein 
step by step, training them carefully 
in its own methods. This system 
eliminates the hazard of picking 
“floaters” and non-producers; those 
who are “set” in their own ways, or 
who are forever explaining thal 
they did not do thus and so, but 
did this and that in their previous 
place of employment 

All the Berrodin salesmen are 
young, with plenty of ambition 
and the go-ahead spirit. The 
usual method of “bringing up a 
salesman” in this house is to try 
him out first in the shipping room 
as a shipping clerk’s heiper. An 
alert young fellow, who seems to 
have the right material for a fu- 
ture road salesman, may be taken 
off a delivery car, or from the 
stock room, and made a helper 
in the shipping department. 
Working here, in getting out 
orders, he soon becomes familiar 
with the names and addresses of 
the customers, as well as with the 
method of ordering. 

The average bright lad, after 
having werked for three or four 
months as a helper in the shipping 
room, should be ready for a job as 
a shipping clerk, whether the job 
happens to be ready for him at that 
time vor not. After he has become a 
Shipping clerk, and gained the 
proper experience and _ proficiency 
in performing his duties, he is given 
more scope and is allowed to do his 
own “pick-up” buying. By the time 
he has been working for about a 
year and a half in the shipping 
department, the young man will 
have given some indication of 
whether he might be able to “make 
good” behind the front counter’ as 
an inside salesman. If he appears 
to have the necessary qualifications 
and there is an opening for him at 
the counter, he is tried out there.

Variations in approach 
to different types of customers 
and other phases of the salesman’s 
calling will be rapidly learned by 
the right man. 

At present the company has seven 
outside salesmen and three counter 
salesmen. The territory for the 
travelers takes in eastern Pennsy]l- 
vania, southern New Jersey and the 
state of Delaware. At inventory- 
taking time the salesmen, in order 
to refresh their memory with all 
lines in stock, examine, check and 
replace all items carried by the 
house. The full line is sold by each 
outside man. 

The prevailing method of paying 
the road salesmen is on a straight 
Salary basis. When it is desired to 
move out slow stock, each sales- 
man gets a small bonus on every 
item of this stock sold and results 
from the use of this plan always 
are trained to give special service 
with the lines of hand tools car- 
ried. The outside men carry on 
their trips a looseleaf catalogue of 
manufacturers’ lines. 

Some of the principal 
handled by the house are 
States air compressors and car 
washers; the Weaver line: the 
Willis-Jones line; Burton & Rogers 
battery equipment; Black & Decker 
products; the Hinckley-Meyers line;

HE business of W. E. Burns-

the same man) can be truthfully 
said to be built upon a personality.

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Overloading 
SKING—some people would be tempted to call it forcing 
A —a dealer to take more cars than he ought reasonably 
to be expected to sell in his territory is a condition that 
exists in the automobile industry. Not every company in 
the industry makes a practice of this, perhaps we might 
say that a majority do not. Nevertheless the practice does 
exist and covering it up, whispering in corners, does not 
help it. If an evil exists the one way to cure it is to drag if 
out into the light of day and take an honest look at it 
When a factory deliberately overstocks a dealer it 1s 
committing something like highway robbery. It is holding 
a gun to the unfortunate merchant’s head and the gun is the 
possible loss of his franchise if he does not meet the factory's 
demand for sales in his territory. 
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actual possession. In many cases a minor factory official can 
jerk the dealer’s basic stock in trade out from under his feet 
at the slightest sign of the latter’s suggesting that he cannot 
meet the company’s point of view on*what sales should be. 

Because of this situation it has happened that many 
dealers, rather than be put out of business immediately, 
have allowed themselves to be saddled with impossible 
or at least improbable sales quotas. They have struggled 
desperately to meet the factories’ demands. They have 
traded in used cars on an unsound basis. In effect, they 
have gambled with fate in the despairing hope that in 
some miraculous way they can work out from under the 
mass that has piled up over them. But miracles seldom 
happen in modern business, and generally they have found 
that at the end of the year their books show red where 
black should be. 

Obviously the far-sighted factory does not encourage 
any such condition as this. Any manufacturer who can see 
beyond the end of his own nose realizes that his success is 
bound up in the success of the dealer who distributes his 
product to the world. ; 

On the manufacturers’ side we must note that they have 
just exactly two stocks in trade, their product and their 
territories. Disposing of these they must make money 
enough to run their businesses and give their stockholders a 
fair return on their investment. They cannot have drones 
in their dealer organization. Every territory must produce 
the maximum business of which it is capable. The dealer | 
must not shirk and the factory must not ask the impossible, ! 
and by the impossible we mean ask the dealer to sell so many | 
cars that he is forced into uneconomic and unsound methods 
of doing business to meet the demand for quantity. 

That is the crux of the situation in a nutshell. The 
dealer must have the factory and the factory must have 
the dealer. Each needs the other and a fair and reason- 
able working agreement between sales and production 
divisions will permit each side to make money and stay 
in business. 

Every evil carries within itself its own cure. In this 
case the cure will be the emasculation of the dealer organi- 
zation unless it is permitted to earn an honest livelihood. 
The day is rapidly passing where a score of 
gentlemen, anxious to get into “the automobile game,” are 
waiting to take the place of any dealer who_steps out. The 


investment is too large and the men who can make it are, 


beginning to wonder whether it is as much of “a game” as 
they thought. The retailing of automobiles is not a get-rich- 
quick, bonanza “‘game.”” It is a good business for the man 
with sufficient capital who goes into it with understanding 
and analysis and handles the product of a factory that deals 
fairly with its sales organization.
